1.  Communists  Take  A  Walk-On  October  12th,  Soviet  Bloc 
UN  delegates  took  their  customary  "walk"  as  Nationalist  China 
Ambassador,   Liu    Chieh,   addressed    the   General   Assembly. 

2.  First  Lady  Listens— Mis.  Ferdinand  Marcos,  First  Lady  of 
the  Philippines,  listens  to  her  husband.  President  Marcos,  ad- 
dress the  UN  General  Assembly  during  a  state  visit  in  Sep- 
tember. 

3.  Secretary  Seeks  Facts— During  a  fact-finding  mission  to  Viet 
Nam  on  October  10th,  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  McNamara 
confers  with  U.S.  Commander,  Gen.  Wra.  Westmoreland.  It 
was  McNamara's  eighth  visit  to  Viet  Nam.
